Long suppressed Mileva Mari¢-Einstein (19 December '1875 Titel Serbia — 4 August '1948

was, 12) when Vladimir Varicak ('1865 ethnic Serb - '1942) became her mentor. He 
promulgated relativity theory starting with its true origins » Ruder BoSkovié (‘1711 
Dubrovnik - '1787 Milan) and his little-known '1755 paper "On Relative Motion".

Varicak would stay a constant in her story. As late as '1910 in gratitude his son 
Svetozar Variéak ('1894 Osijek - '1932 Belgrade) would board in her in Zurich house 
often seeing her working on physics papers long after Albert had retired for the night. 


When the Einstein myth took off, Albert, and later his executors, methodically 
suppressed her true role. Indeed, the world did not even know of her existence until 
after those executors died (ironically, some of the critical letters in question were 
discovered by Einstein's illegitimate daughter Evelyn in '1986). 


When there was finally access to his papers the drafts of the famous ones published in 
1905 and most of her letters to him about physics had been destroyed (cf. F Scott 
Fitzgerald's '1924 drafts of The Great Gatsby now in Princeton). 


In contrast, Albert's letters to Mileva clearly confirming her role were finally published. 
One of Albert's lectures in Mileva's handwriting has also surfaced. 


"Albert's lecture notes on introductory mechanics for the academic year 
1909/1910 are in Mileva's handwriting." @ 
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The Einstein myth has been so carefully orchestrated that anyone who dares to 
suggest that like other scientific advancements it's a case of standing on the shoulders 
of giants who have gone before, must be a crackpot. No, in the case of Albert Einstein, 
he was a lone genius, his ideas are all totally original. He thought it all up, all by 
himself. 


In contrast, Mileva read voraciously. On relativity and energy-mass equivalence there 
could be no missing the works of Voight, Fitzgerald, Lamor, Poincare, Lorentz, et al. 
An out of the blue pondering aside in one of her surviving letters from the early years 
encapsulates how she would think like she existed in outer space, so that later reading 
these ideas would have been catalytic. 


"venture out into the universe rather than being cooped up on earth ...to 
comprehend the infinity of space ...And human beings are so clever and have 
accomplished so much, as | have observed once again here in the case of the 


Heidelberg professors ('1897)." @ 


And of course, there were colleagues to brainstorm with, who went back to university 
days where Mileva met Albert, like Marcel Grossman. And Michele Besso, who clearly 
was so instrumental that he was one of the few that got acknowledged in an actual 
paper. This must have been because he brought to everyone's attention a paper 
published by fellow Italian Olinto de Pretto ('1857 - '1921) in the Atte journal '1903 
which contained the energy-mass equivalence formula that would allow her articulation 
of these ideas to come together.
